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Plans presented fer Indian-ewnen casino

The Sault Ste. Marie Tribe of Chippewa Indians pre¬ 
sented plans for a proposed casino in Romulus at the city 
council meeting Monday night 

The tribe currently owns and operates five casinos, 
including the Kewadin Casinos located in the Upper 
Peninsula and 15 non-gaming businesses. They are well 
known in southeastern Michigan for their 95 percent 
ownership in the Greektown Casino downtown. 

The presentation highlighted many different areas of 
interest including the tribal history, current casinos and 
the impact they believe a casino would have on the City of 
Romulus.

We will work with the city of Romulus to 
assure that Romulus residents have job 
opportunities at the casino. 


The tribe proposed a $350 million world-class destina¬ 
tion casino, conference center, golf course and hotel, 
which will bring an anticipated 17,500 people to Romulus 
each day. The casino would have more than 2,500 slot 
machines and more than 90 table games. Plans estimated 
that this casino, which would sit on 40 acres of an undis¬ 
closed location, would add 3,500 jobs to the city. 

The average salary of these jobs would be $40,000 a 


year, $32,000 in actual wages and $8,000 in benefits. These 
numbers are based on the prevailing casino wages in this 
area The tribe was adamant that most of these would be 
union jobs. 

“We will work with the city of Romulus to assure that 
Romulus residents have job opportunities at the casino,” 
said Steve Mitchell, consultant for the Chippewa Indians. 
“As is the case with other area casinos, except for supervi¬ 
sory personnel, these will be high paying, union jobs.” 

The tribe rebutted the myth that the only union jobs 
will be during the construction phase ensuring the resi¬ 
dents and city council that all other area casinos have 
union employees as would the Romulus facility

4 cited in police decoy operation

Retailers in Romulus are 
keeping tobacco products out of 
the hands of minors, according to 
a comphance check completed by 
the Romulus Police Department 
recently 

“Comphance is excellent here 
in Romulus,” said Sgt. Clifford 
West of the Romulus Police 
Department 

The checks utilize Explorer 
Scouts, who are accompanied by 
Romulus police officers within 
the community The Scouts, ages 
13-17, enter an establishment that 
sells tobacco products and 
attempt to purchase a pack of cig¬ 
arettes. If the Scouts are able to 
buy the cigarettes, they immedi¬ 
ately report it to the police officer 


accompanying them. 

The Scout identifies the indi¬ 
vidual who sold him the ciga¬ 
rettes and a fine is issued on the 
spot. The fine for a first time 
offense is $50. 

Out of the 52 locations that 
were checked, there were only 
four violations. 

“Most of the retailers are try¬ 
ing to do their part and they real¬ 
ize they have to comply with this 
law,” said West ‘We have respon¬ 
sible business owners in this city.” 

The compliance checks, done 
in conjunction with the Knopf 
Company in Plymouth, are very 
important to Romulus, as well as 
the surrounding communities. If 
the State of Michigan drops below 
an 80 percent compliance rate 
with these checks, 40 percent of 
all substance abuse prevention 


and treatment block grant funds 
will be cut 

“Some of the business owners 
in Romulus actually threatening 
to call the police,” said West 
“They kids had to explain that 
they were with police officers 
doing these checks.” 

These checks are also impor¬ 
tant to the community, because 
they make a difference in the 
lives of childrem 

‘We need to make sure that the 
youth in our community aren’t 
putting themselves at risk,” said 
West “With all the health con¬ 
cerns that have come out about 
using tobacco, we think it is our 
job to protect them from it until 
they are ate an age where they 
can make the right decisioa” 

The checks are usually done 
twice a year in Romulus. 


Schools awarded 
mentoring grant

The $112,000 Mentoring GranL 
a partnership between the 
Romulus School District and 
Western Michigan University has 
begun with outstanding results. 

This grant is the second coop¬ 
erative educational arrangement 
between the Romulus schools, 
which serves as one of the two 
eastern Michigan sites for student 
teachers and Western. 

The Mentoring Grant is under 
the direction of Western profes¬ 
sors, Dr. Cynthia Halderson and 
Dr. Mark Jennes. They conduct 
extensive interviews with both 
Romulus mentor teachers and the 
new teachers who will be men¬ 
tored throughout the school year 

The State of Michigan requires 
that new teachers receive mentor¬ 
ing help for the first three years of 
their educational careers. This is 
important to Romulus schools, 
because so many new staff mem¬ 
bers have been hired over the past 
several years. 

Halderson and Jennes both 
said that they enjoy working with 
the staff members from Romulus 


schools and stressed the impor¬ 
tance of the program. 

“The role of the mentor teacher 
is very important because at the 
national level, one-third of begin¬ 
ning teachers leave the field after 
three yfears and half leave by the 
fifth year,” said Jennes. 

He also went on to say, “The 
mentor—mentee relationship 
should be like a teacher in-service 
workshop where strengths, weak¬ 
nesses and possible improve¬ 
ments are continuously dis¬ 
cussed.” 

Halderson talked about system¬ 
atic ways for new teachers to take 
inventory of their teaching by not¬ 
ing student response to their 
lessons. She also suggested that he 
new teachers then discuss the 
results with their respective men¬ 
tor teachers. 

Approximately 40 Romulus 
teachers serve as mentors in this 
program. Western Michigan 
University will survey both the 
mentors and the mentees thix)ugh- 
out this program and use observa¬ 
tions to improve the mentor— 
mentee relationship and refine 
the teacher education program at 
Western

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Efforts under way to secure Maybury funding

The Northville Community 
Foundation and supporters of 
the effort to rebuild and replen¬ 
ish the farm at Maybury State 
Park took another step toward 
their goals last week. 

Shari Peters, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Northville Community 
Foundation, said that Stephen 
Moore and Audrey Mistor will 
head the efforts to secure corpo¬ 
rate donations for the rebuild¬ 
ing effort 

“They’re awesome,” she said. 
“We’re incredibly grateful to 
them.” 

Moore is the senior vice pres¬ 
ident and director of business 
development for Standard 
Federal Wealth Management in 


Northville. Mistor is president 
of Main Street Bancorp, Inc. in 
Noithville. 

They are faced \vith the task 
of collecting $3 million from 
donors throughout southeastern 
Michigan, the sum which Peters 
estimated would serve as an 
adequate endowment to fund 
the farm in perpetuity. 

With the endowment in 
place, the funds to run the farm 
would come from the interest 
income it earns every year, she 
said. 

“We really need to get rolling 
on this,” said Mistor, who said 
she was excited to be a part of 
the rebuilding effort 

She and Moore are finalizing 
a fund-raising campaign that 
she hopes to get approved soon. 

“We’ve got a very good start 


with it” she said. 

The Northville Community 
Foundation has been working 
with the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources to assume 
responsibility for the ongoing 
funding of the living farm at 
Maybury State Park, which is off 
Eight Mile Road west of Beck 
Road in Northville Township. 
Peters said she and state offi¬ 
cials had discussed the possibil¬ 
ity as early as November of2002, 
about three months before the 
farm was destroyed by a 
February fire that razed the 
bam and killed virtually every 
animal that lived on the site. 

The foundation recently 
signed a lease with the DNR to 
operate the farm; the state will 
continue to own the land where 
it sits, and the foundation will 


pay rent in the form of rebuild¬ 
ing the farm and providing for 
the ongoing operation and 
maintenance, according to 
Peters. 

Mistor said she and other 
foundation board members are 
committed to making that hap¬ 
pen. 

“I think it’ll be wonderful, 
and not just for Northville, but 
for all of southeastern 
Michigan,” she said. “The visi¬ 
tors that came there were really 
from all over this area.” 
Peters said that’s already evi¬ 
dent She’s received letters of 
support and donations from res¬ 
idents and schools in more than 
30 different municipalities. 

Mistor said part of the major 
fund-raising effort would be to 
tap all of those resources, not 


just the ones nearby. 

“We really want to involve as j; 
many organizations as we can ^ 
from throughout the area,” she 
said. “We want to make it that 
anyone who wants to be 
involved knows what’s going ; 
on.” 

Donations to the effort are 
tax-deductible because the , 
foundation is a registered 
501(c)3 organization. Anyone i 
who wants to get involved, ' 
either through donations or vol¬ 
unteer efforts can call the office ' 
at (248) 3740200. 

Peters said the donations and 
offers to help out have already 
been heartwarming, but there is 
a long way to go before the farm ’ 
returns to the popular park. j 

“We’re moving constantly on 
it,” she said. i 


‘Good Samaritans’ aid in arrest of purse-snatching suspect

The case of a purse snatching 
at a Canton Walmart on Ford 
Road moved forwaixl last week. 

Douglas Callender, a 42-year 
old Westland resident, was 
arraigned at the 35th District 
Court before Magistrate Eric 
Colhurst Oct 8 on charges stem¬ 
ming fixrm the incident 

At about 6 p.m. Oct6, 
Callender allegedly approached 
a 30-year-old Westland resident 


at the rear of her car in the park¬ 
ing lot of Walmart on Ford Road 
in Canton Township. He grabbed 
her purse, breaking the strap, 
according to April Mack, commu¬ 
nications specialist for the 
Canton Township Department of 
Public Safely. 

Callender then tried to flee 
the scene, while the victim yelled 
for help, said Mack. 

Five different people heard 
the victim’s pleas and followed 
Callender, said Sgt. Todd 
Mutchler, of the Canton Police 


Department 

Three of the good Samaritans 
were from Canton, according to 
Mutchler 

Shiloh Samara, a 16-year old 
Canton resident, was tremen¬ 
dously helpful in apprehending 
Callender, said Mutchler 

“He chased (Callender) down 
and caught him,” said Mutchler 

“I saw a guy running and a 
lady running behind him yelling. 
He’s got my purse,” recalled 
Samara 

Samara and a fnend were in a 


car at the time and they jumped 
out to run after Callender 

“He was in the lead, but then 
he ran into a pole and fell on the 
ground,” Samara said. “I ran up 
and got the purse and gave it to 
the lady.” 

Three other men ran up at 
that time and held Callender 
down. The five individuals 
detained Callender at the scene 
until Canton police arrived. 

“We didn’t believe him at 
first,” said Dawn Samara, 
Shiloh’s mother. “We’re really 


proud of him” 

Callender was found with less 
than 25 grams of cocaine in his 
pocket as well, according to 
Mutchler. 

Callender pleaded not guilty 
to one count of unarmed robbery, 
a 15-year felony, and one count of 
possession of cocaine fless than 
25 grams), a 4year felony. 

He is being held on a $20,(X)0 
cash bond, said Mack. 

A preliminary court hearing 
on the charges is scheduled for 
Octl7.

For more than 35 years, 
Helping Hands has been assist¬ 
ing the less fortunate residents of 
Romulus and surrounding com¬ 
munities. 

Thanks to founder and owner, 
Florence Klein, the facility on 
Huron River Drive in Romulus 
has continued to serve the com¬ 
munity and residents in times of 
need. 

Klein credits fate for the 
founding of the altruistic effort 

Klein’s brother was in a seri¬ 
ous auto accident in which two 
other people were killed. Klein 
felt badly for the family of one of 
the victims, because he had three 
children and a wife. So, she took 
it upon herself to attempt to help 
the family any way she could. 

“I just wanted to do some¬ 
thing, anything, that could help,” 
said Klein. 

Klein decided the best way to 
help would be to organize a rum¬ 
mage sale and give the profits to 


the family. However, after the 
sale, Klein was informed that the 
report she had seen about the 
victim’s family was incorrect He 
had no children. 

“I thought the best thing to do 
was give it (the money) to the 
church, so that a needy family 
could be helped,” said Klein. 

And so the idea of Helping 
Hands was bom. 

Klein decided to keep organiz¬ 
ing the mmmage sales through 
St Mary in Wayne until the flow 
of people coming in for help 
became too great and she decid¬ 
ed to open a store to help the 
needy. 

So, she used the money col¬ 
lected from her last rummage 
sale at the church to pay her first 
set of bills and opened her store 
every day to help those in need. 

“In those days we used to have 
30 volunteers who would come in 
at different hours and help,” said 
Klein. 

“We had a day shift and a 
night shift” 

Today, the store has scaled 


back some due to the drop in vol¬ 
unteers to 12. Currently the store 
is open from 10 a.m.- 3 p.m. 
Tuesday through Thursday each 
week. 

Families are referred by 
churches, police departments, 
schools, etc. to Helping Hands 
where Klein will supply the fami¬ 
ly with clothing and food to help 
them get back on their feet 

“Trust me, it is more fun help¬ 
ing people from this side of the 
counter,” she said. “I needed 
help at one time, too, so I know 
how it feels.” 

Klein is insistent that she 
could not help people without 
the assistance of her volunteers. 


“My volunteers are everything 
to this store,” said Klein. ‘They 
are really what makes everything 
run and they are wonderful peo¬ 
ple willing to help.” 

According to Klein, people 
don’t forget when you help them, 
even children remember. If they 
are ever able, they will return the 
favor 

“People come back to help,” 
said Klein. “If they can, they 
will.” 

Helping Hands operates on 
donations from local churches, 
residents and fundraisers. The 
largest fundraiser is the annual 
Crop Walk from Romulus to 
Belleville. 


“We have received more than 
$1,000 in the last couple of years 
from the walk,” said Klein. “It 
helps a lot” 

Helping Hands will accept 
any type of clothing or food dona¬ 
tion. 

They have a freezer, so meats, 
dairy and refrigerated/freezer 
items are acceptable. 

“Bread, potatoes, fresh vegeta¬ 
bles,” said Kleia “People are so 
happy when we can give them 
items like this, because they 
expect Just canned goods.”

By law, the casino is required 
to provide local government with 
2 percent of slot revenues each 
year. Mitchell estimated that 2 
percent at this casino will pay 
Romulus $6 million each year 

The tribe is not required by 
law to pay taxes on the 40 acres 
of land in which the casino will 
sit According to the proposal, 
however, they will be required to 
pay tax on any properties sur¬ 
rounding the casino. This prop¬ 
erty adjacent 
to the casino 
would hold 
the hotel, 
restaurants 
and confer¬ 
ence center 
and would be 
subject to the 
approval of 
city council. 

The tax rev¬ 
enue from this 
additional 
property was projected at $5 mil¬ 
lion for an estimated total of $11 
million to the city each year 

The tribe also emphasized 
that the Indian-owned casino 
would be required to pay the 6 
percent Michigan sales tax that 
all businesses in Michigan pay, 
contrary to popular belief 

Romulus is just one of three 
possible locations the tribe is 
considering for this casino, other 
sites are located in Monroe and 
Flint 

After the presentation, city 
council opened up the floor for 
residents to directly question 
those representing the tribe. 

Many concerned citizens 
questioned the tribe regarding 
gambling addictions and what 


the casino would do to curtail 
those in the community with 
gambling problems. 

“We will work with local 
churches to prevent problem 
gamblers from gaming. We sup¬ 
port Gamblers Anonymous and 
we will impose bands on gaming 
for anyone who requests iL” said 
Mitchell. 

“The average income in 
Romulus is just below $40,0(X) a 
year,” said Councilman Charles 
Miller. “We are looking at the 
possibility of 3,500 jobs. I can’t 
even fathom 
the impact of 
3,500 jobs in 
this communi¬ 
ty. . .this can be 
a catalyst for 
change in this 
communily.” 

Councilman 
Leroy Bur- 
croff, has been 
opposed to the 
casino since it 
was initially 
suggested, “I don’t feel it’s a cata- 
lysL The two things the City of 
Romulus is known for ri^t know 
are the airport and the Landing 
Strip, I don’t want a casino to be 
the third thing. We can raise 
funds in other ways and through 
other programs for this city. I just 
want to see something that the 
citizens of Romulus can be 
proud of” 

The tribe has purchased no 
property on which to construct a 
casino and currently there is an 
ordinance restricting gaming 
within the city limits. 'The issue 
of gaming will be decided by the 
voters at the Dec. 2 Special 
Election. The two questions on 
the ballot will deal with the casi¬ 
no and the proposed racetrack

However, simply writing a 
check was not an option for many 
parents. The staff and the parents 
were reluctant to give up the pro¬ 
gram, so they went looking for 
alternative ways to fund it. The 
school hosted a traditional 
fundraiser, which Baker-Herring 
says was “very successful”, that 
allowed students to apply 45 per¬ 
cent of their total 
sales toward the 
cost of camp. 
While several 
students earned 
enough through 


the fundraiser to pay for their trip, 
the majority still needed help, she 
said. When traditional fundraisers 
fell short, parents and teachers at 
South turned to their neighbors for 
support 

“We really reached out to the 
community to figure out what other 
avenues we could pursue,” said 
Baker-Herring 

The pleas of parents, students, 
and teachers were answered by 
local businesses. 

“At this time, Glen Silvenis and 
the Drakes Gocal realtors) have vol¬ 
unteered the use of their moving 
vans to transport student luggage 
to and from camp the week of Oct 
27,” said Baker-Herring. She 
added that without the donation of 
the vans, the cost per student 
would be higher than $215. 


In addition, she says that both 
Meijer in Belleville and Johnston 
Lithographic have offered to spon¬ 
sor students who otherwise could 
not afford the trip. 

Of about 230 sixth graders in the 
school, Baker-Herring expects 
between 150 and 160 will ultimate¬ 
ly participate in the program. 

The trip would involve a five- 
day camping trip, from OcL 27-31, 
to Jackson, that would, according 
to Baker-Herring give students the 
chance to bond with each other, 
develop survival skills, such as how 
to create a shelter, and participate 
in healthy outdoor activities. 

“It (is) a good team building 
experience,” said Baker-Herring. 
She added that the experience was 
good for the students, who were all 
in a new school.

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Church offers addiction counseling program ^

Fbr Pastor Dale Bragg, helping 
people who struggle with an 
addiction has become a passiorr 

Bragg, who is a pastor at Metro 
Baptist Church in Belleville, has 
started a local chapter of 
Reformers Unanimous, a nation¬ 
al addictions program headquar¬ 
tered in Rockford, Ill. The pro¬ 
gram is open to all adults who 
struggle with an addiction or a 
“stubborn habit,” Bra^ said. His 
chapter will meet at the church 
from 7-9 p.m. every FYiday. The 
program is free of charge, but a $5 
fee for books will apply. Free 
childcare is also provided. 

Reformers Unanimous is the 
fastest-growing addiction pro¬ 
gram in the country right now, 
Bragg said. Statistics show that 
more than 93 percent of people 
who participate in the program 
remain addiction-free. After he 


heard about the program and the 
testimonies of former addicts, he 
thought the program would be a 
great thing to bring to Belleville, 
Bragg said. 

“I came from a background of 
addictions and I know that there 
are a lot of functioning addicts 
out there,” Bragg said. “You can 
be addicted to not only alcohol 
and drugs, but to simple things 
such as food, sex, coffee and 
anger. The program covers all 
aspects of addictions.” 

The program currently hosts 
17 members, but there is plenty of 
room for more, Bragg said. He 
said he has been trained by 
Reformers Unanimous to coordi¬ 
nate the program, which uses 
small group techniques to pro¬ 
vide a one-on-one approach. 
Participants can be assured of 
their privacy, as the program 
leaders are sensitive to the way 
addictions work, he said. 
Participants are not forced to 
reveal what their addiction is. 


Bragg said. 

“Being a faith-based program, 
we don’t really want to go into 
great detail about addictions,” 
Bragg said. “We don’t describe 
addictions in detail because it 
may stir up an addict’s desire to 
use.” 

The program benefits anyone 
with any kind of an addiction, but 
it is focused mainly on those that 
affect the home structure, such as 
alcohol, drugs, pornography and 
gambling, Bragg said. These 
kinds of addictions can affect an 
addict’s marriage, job and home 
life, he said. The program pro¬ 
vides “restoration and reclama¬ 
tion,” according to Bragg, and 
participants are encouraged to 


progress at their own pace. 

Childcare is also provided for 
participants during the program. 
A nursery is provided for chil¬ 
dren fix)m birth to 3 years, and a 
program focused on character¬ 
building is provided for children 
between 4 and 14, he said. 

Children will do crafts and 
other activities, as well as have an 
opportunity to talk about their 
lives and share whatever they 
would like, Bragg said. 

The church will provide trans¬ 
portation for anyone who needs it 
to the program. The church 
already provides bus service for 
people fix)m BelleviUe, Ypsilanti, 
Canton Township, Wayne, 
Detroit, Thylor and other commu¬ 


nities for other church programs. 
Between 300 and 500 people ben¬ 
efit from the transportation ser¬ 
vice provided, according to Bragg. 

Bragg said the program is i 
court-appointed in many areas 
around the country where the ; 
results have been provea He said i 
he hopes to approach the 34th 
District Court when the program i 
is established and statistics are 
collected. If the program can pro¬ 
vide the community with proof i 
that less repeat offenses result (' 
fix)m it, it would be a great bene¬ 
fit, he said.

Sumpter Township 
Supervisor 'Toni Claiic said the men were “celebrating the firing of for¬ 
mer Police Chief Eddie Womack,” who is black. In our mind, that 
explanation only deepens the lack of judgment and immaturity 
demonstrated by their actions. 

The pair then took the dummy fix)m the tree in the park and hung it 
in a jail cell next to one in which two black prisoners were being held. 

The oflBcers’ defense is that it was simply a “joke” and the regular 
officer disciplined in the incident claims that a black officer thought 
the prank was “hysterical.” 

We find it difficult to believe that the entire Sumpter police force 
suffers fit)m this lack of sensitivity and judgment If so, we also find it 
somewhat frightening to consider that men and women of this level of 
maturity are allowed to patixjl the streets carrying loaded guns. We 
consider the entire incident distasteful and a poor reflection on the 
Sumpter Township Police, on Sumpter Township and on police offi¬ 
cers throughout the area 

These men and women are held to a higher standard. The public 
expects them to be paragons of strength when we need them. They

One more time, with feeling 

Man makes plans; God laughs 

Elected and appointed officials make plans, residents lau^ 

Members of the Northville Downtown Development Authority (DDA) 
faced shades of those old sayings Monday night when they hosted their 
first public information meeting on a ballot proposal involving a new 
downtown paridng deck. 

A large number of people packed the city coimcil meeting room and, 
in large part, voiced their opposition to the plan. Many sounded exasper¬ 
ated; a few, sli^tly angry. 

It’s easy to understand the blank and perplexed looks on the faces of 
the members of the DDA board and city staff. After all, they’ve been dis¬ 
cussing this issue - in open, public meetings - for the last year and a half 
They’ve talked about it at the DDA level, they’ve hosted joint meetings 
with the city council. They’ve hired consultants. They narrowed down the 
alternatives to one they thought would best suit the community and ulti¬ 
mately decided to put it before the voters - who now want to backtrack 
and take a greater part in the plarming process. 

Well, no problem City officials expected some form of resistance to

Our printing schedule here at The Journal 
Newspapers prohibited me from writing this col¬ 
umn after the first meeting of the Cool Cities Task 
Fbrce in Wayne. 

It’s a neat concept (I’m trying not to use the word 
‘cool’ during this entire column) on several levels. It 
has the potential to get younger people involved in 
their communities, which is always a good idea It 
can quantify the difference between what the 
younger and older residents of any given city look 
for in their hometowns. It can help identify com¬ 
mon themes in quality of life issues for older and 
younger people, narrow down the similarities 
between the two, and ultimately help make those 
happen across the state. That’s the goal of it, any¬ 
way. 

Sure, the Cool Cities Initiative presents some 
problems. As Bob Anderson, director of the 
Plymouth Downtown Development Authority 
(DDA) said: “No one is the keeper of cool,” although 
I’m sure we all know some people that think they 
are. 

Even if we can all reach a consensus on what we 
look for in our community, or what types of things 
make up a viable, vibrant municipality, bringing 
those ideas to fruition might be a different story. 
Everybody is all dealing with the same type of econ¬ 
omy, after all. 

In fact I susp>ect that this whole idea might be a 
bit of window dressing - it’s one thing for the gover¬ 
nor to start up the initiative, another to fund or be 
able to fund any of the ideas that come out of it - but 
I’m excited to be a part of it, anyway. 

Even if nothing ever comes from the initiative, at 
the very least, it will spark dialogue between differ¬ 
ent types of folks about what makes a city or town¬ 
ship or village or hamlet livable, more than livable, 
or exceptional. 

It gets ideas churning, and where ideas start to 
flow, there will eventually be action. That’s just 


human nature. It’s a valid exer¬ 
cise, even if it turns out to be 
just a valid exercise. 

It will also help develop some positive exposure 
for communities that desperately need it; commu¬ 
nities where elected officials are trying to clear up 
negative stereotypes, correct problems and pro¬ 
mote growth and development 

The City of Wayne, in particular, could benefit 
from a little positive exposure. Most of the people I 
know, including fiiends and family members, have 
a tendency to shake their heads when I talk about 
my hometown. They don’t realize they many nice 
things about the city; many of them look at it as 
merely a splash of building alongside a well-timed 
and generally smooth-flowing thoroughfare. 

They don’t see the extensive park system, the 
improving schools, the community center. They 
don’t hear the jokes between Mayor A1 Haidous and 
Councilman Tom Kelly about memberships in 
retirement organizations and fading memories. 
That’s righL sometimes even the city council meet¬ 
ings are good for lau^. 

Obviously, I have concerns about my value to the 
process, even though I haven’t gone to the meeting 
yet My problem may be that I already think the City 
of Wayne is a great place to live. 

Sure, there are always things to work on; the 
recalcitrant developers along Michigan Avenue, the 
image of the city as a speed trap rather than a big, 
extended friendly neighborhood, the perception of 
rampant crime. 

It will be interesting for me to see if the other 
members of the task force have the same opinion, 
or if my vision is impaired because of something as 
simple as the pride of owning my first home, filled 
with electrical gremlins as it may be. 

I think the task force will have a tall task ahead 
of them if they want to improve on a city that has 
already won my heart

the plan - part of the reason to host an infor¬ 
mational meeting is to find out exactly what 
type of opposition exists to the plan, and 
how best to answer it 

'They learned that the opposition exists 
on many levels: the size of the deck, the safe¬ 
ty of it the location and the appearance, but 
the audience felt there was a general need 
for some type of parking expansion pro¬ 
gram. 

Some of the comments and questions that 
came up were good ones, others, like com¬ 
paring the safety issues to those found in a 
nine-level parking deck in downtown 
Detroit-weren’t 

City officials decided, thou^ - and it was 
in part Jim Long’s idea - to revisit these 
issues. They even went so far as to schedule 
a joint meeting between the planning com¬ 
mission, the DDA board, the city council and 
the historic district commission for next 
week before they decided that was too short 
of notice to get all those people together. 
'They remain committed to the joint meeting, 
and taking another look at the options they 
had already discarded for one reason or 
another, so that the general public will know 
how they arrived at their conclusions, or 
perhaps to revisit those conclusions them¬ 
selves. 

It’s a good idea, in the end. It shows an 
open-mindedness on the part of the public 
officials, the same type of open-mindedness 
they displayed when they decided to go 
ahead with the vote anyway, even though 
their attorneys said they had grounds to dis¬ 
miss the right of referendum petition that 
would have otherwise placed the issue on 
the ballot 

There is still hope that the project will 
proceed. The issue on the ballot in 


November is about the funding of the pro¬ 
ject not the design or location of it City offi¬ 
cials can still change those proposed deci¬ 
sions. 

'The sad thing is that they’ll probably have 
to, and the community of Northville will suf¬ 
fer. 'The plan city officials proposed, for the 
parking deck on Wing Street and the recon¬ 
figuration of the lot behind the Marquis 
Theater, is still a good one. We endorsed it 
last week and we stand behind that decisioa 
We can do that because we were at every 
one of those meetings throughout the past 18 
months, wrote about them before they hap¬ 
pened and then covered what was decided. 

'The plan is strong for several reasons: it 
addresses paridng needs in two locations, on 
Wing Street and behind the Marquis 
Theater, it will be paid for through DDA 
funds, not general tax dollars - that means 
it’s essentially fi^ to residents - and it looks 
nice. 

Those are guarantees that can’t be made 
if officials have to revisit the plan. 'Two 
smaller decks, a proposal that was originally 
discussed but discarded because it was too 
expensive, would involve some financial 
commitment from the general fund. Even if 
they could be scaled back, made smaller and 
cheaper, they wouldn’t look as nice as the 
proposal presented on several different 
occasions to anyone who cared to look. 
They’ll look like parking decks, in all their 
ugly utility. 

But that may ultimately be beside the 
point. The DDA board and Mayor 
Christopher Johnson spelled out plainly that 
they are still open to ideas and alternative 
parking proposals. 'They’ve made the com¬ 
mitment, and it’s our job, along with the job 
of every interested resident, to make sure 
they honor that, and to pay attention this 
time around.

Golden Corral Buffet & Grill, a 
chain of restaurants 470 strong, is 
breaking into the Detroit market 
and has opened an inaugural 
restaurant in Westland. 

The new restaurant located at 
37101 Warren Road, celebrated a 
grand opening SepL 29. It fea¬ 
tures freshly prepared food 
served buffet-style. 

“The peo¬ 
ple of West- 
land have 
been very sup¬ 
portive in wel- 
coming us,” 
said Mike 
Ross, director 
of operations. 

The pri¬ 
vately held 
company, start¬ 
ed 30 years 
ago in North 
Carolina, had not branched into 
Michigan prior to this year. Most 
of the chain restaurants are 
located in the south, where, 
according to assistant manager 
James Higgins, “Golden Corral is 
very big.” There are 87 Golden 
Corral Restaurants in Texas 
alone 

The Westland restaurant has 
been two and a half years in the 


making, according to Ross. It 
took about $3.6 million to start up 
the facility, including the land 
sale, building construction, train¬ 
ing and equipment. Ross, who 
also opened the Chattanooga 
market for Golden Corral, will 
spend the next few months fine- 
tuning operations before he 
moves on to assist the investor, 
Seenu Nannapaneni, in opening 
at least eight additional restau¬ 
rants in the metro Detroit area. 

The next two 
stores sched¬ 
uled for com¬ 
pletion are 
located in 
Pontiac and 
Warren. Both 
are expected to 
open in 2004 
Higgins will 
remain at the 
Westland 
restaurant. “I 
can’t wait,” 
said Higgins. “I love Golden 
Corral. They have high stan¬ 
dards. Their standards are high¬ 
er than Disney’s and Disney was 
tough.” 

Higgins should know. He is a 
retired chef from Disney World, 
where he worked at the 
Polynesian Village and the 
Wilderness Lodge. He also spent 
time there coordinating fantasy 


weddings. Five years ago, he won 
the title of U.S. National 
Champion in the American 
Culinary Federation competi¬ 
tion. 

According to Ross and 
Higgins, Golden Corral offers 
something other buffet restau¬ 
rants don’t; fresh food prepared 
in front of guests. 

“Nothing is done behind 


walls,” Higgins said. 

Although the chain originated 
in the south, Higgins said that the 
menu is not strictly southern 
fare, but is rather a mix of items. 
The menu includes core items, 
which stay constant for several 
months, plus daily choices. The 
hot bar may include slow-cooked 
pot roast, bourbon street chicken, 
meat loaf, macaroni and cheese 


and vegetables. 

The 384-seat restaurant is 
open for lunch and dinner seven 
days a week, and offers breakfast 
Friday through Sunday. Adult 
prices for the buffet are $5.99 for 
breakfast and lunch, and $8.99 
for dinner and include all items 
including salad and dessert.

With a 55-7 win against a lethargic Churchill, the 
undefeated Canton Chiefs could be considered the 
greatest show on high school turf - at least in the 
Western Lakes Athletic Association (WLAA). 

The show, directed and narrated by head coach 
Tim Baechler, stars senior tailback and defensive 
back Devin Thomas.

Little scored in the opening 
act with a 63-yard scramble to the end zone.

“We got off to a fast start,” Baechler said. “We 
sputtered in the second but got things going again.”

“Defense played pretty well,” Bachler said. “We 
gave up a big pass play that they scored on - besides 
that they (Churchill) didn’t do anything.
